WILMINGTON’S ASSESSING CASE, AND THE COURTS 


There are, at present, five cases in the Massa- 
chusetts Courts involving the problem of taxation of 
individuals or corporations by municipalities. 

One of these involves the relationship of Shopper’s 
World, in Framingham, with the Townof Framingham, 
Counsel for the Shopper’s World is Philip Buzzell, the 
gentleman who is Town Counsel for Wilmington, 

Another of the cases, the most recent, involves 
the assessing methods exercised by the City of Woburn 
relative to the new apartment houses in that city. I 
started only recently, and seems to be an allegation 
that the City of Woburn is overassessing the values 
of apartment houses, as such, 

Wilmington’s two cases are perhaps the most 
interesting, Although they are little noted by the 
world at large, Assessors and Attorneys all over the 
Commonwealth are following the cases with a keen 
interest, 

For there is a possibility that the Wilmington 
cases may become as important, legally and histori- 
cally, as was the so-called Springfield case of several 
years ago. 


Assessing Practices 


Assessing, by law, in Massachusetts, is the pro- 
vince of the Board of Assessors in any town or city, 
and no other official is supposed to influence the board, 

In actual practise this is generally the case, but 
there are places where assessors seem to have been 
influenced, by the Mayor or Aldermen, or by the 
Selectmen of a town. - > 

As of January 1 of each year the Assessors are 
supposed to determine the worth of every piece of 
property in their community, From this determination 
of value the relative amounts of tax money to be 
derived from the various properties are determined, 

Theoretically every piece of property was sup- 
posed, by law, to be assessed at ‘100%’ of its fair 
value, in every town or city. But, for various reasons 
which extended over the years, the percentage dif- 
fered, In most cases there was nothing dishonest 
about this difference, In a few instances there 
might have been, 

But there were some very important advan- 
tages and disadvantages as a result of the 
application of the varying percentages, 

To illustrate one point, take three towns, and 
call the A, B and C. Assume that in A the valuation 
is at 100%, in B it is at 50%, and in C it is at 33%. 
Assume further that there is, in each town, three 
identical pieces of property, each worth $10,000 
at the market value. 

If in A there was a $10tax rate. then the building,

A second complication can be caused by the 
abatements authorized by law for certain old people 
and veterans, At the present time this can be up to 
$4,000, on a home in which they live and which they 


Thus, in town A, a $10,000 home, assessed at 
100%, would be abated $4,000, and pay taxes on the 
sum of $6,000. 

This would be a payment of $60, instead of $100 

And, in town B, where, there isa 50% assessment, 
a $10,000 home, with a valuation of $5,000, would have 
an abatement of $4,000, and be taxed on $1,000 

This would mean a payment of $20, 

In town C, where a $10,000 home, assessed at 
33% would be worth $3333.33, if it were abated the 
sum of $4,000, the home would have to pay taxes on 
nothing!

The Springfield Case 


The Springfield Case (also called the Bettigole 
Case) was a milestone in the assessing practices of 
Massachusetts, 

There were two distinct practices of assessing 
involved, only one of which was considered by the 
Supreme Court, 

The Springfield Assessors were assigning to the 
various properties a varying percentage, 

In so doing they were taking the various proper- 
ties at what amounted to various rates, 

The effect was to (for instance) make the taxation 
on two apartment homes more expensive than on single 
family homes, and on commercial buildings more 
expensive than on homes of any kind, 

a The percentages ranged from about 35% to about 

A suit was brought, It just so happened that the 
suit appeared before the Supreme Judicial Court at 
a time when there was no hardship to the City of 
Springfield, in collecting taxes for the year, 

This, -and other factors, influenced the court to 
be willing to listen to the arguments, This factor is 
what is called ‘being timely’, a circumstance that 
sometimes determines whether or not a suit will 
be heard by the court, 

The Assessors of Springfield, in court, admitted 
that they were applying varying percentages to the 
various pieces of property. 

This made it an open violation of the Constitution

‘The recent start of construction 
of Marcia Road extension, inNorth 
Wilmington has driven a projected 
road right past the old ‘Indian 
Rock’ which figured in the only 
Indian massacre ever totakeplace 
within the confines of present day 
Wilmington. 

The rock, a huge piece of granite 
left by the retreating glaciers, 
stands right by the roadside, and 
will undoubtedly be in the front yard 
of somebody’s home in the near 
future. 

The development is being put into 
land which is behind the new Wo- 
burn Street School. 

BR was behind this rock that 
several children hid, and were dis- 
covered by the Indians, during 
the murder of their mother and 
others in the Harnden family, back 
in 1706, 

It was during Queen Anne’s War, 
(1701-1713), one ofa series ofwars 
between France and England in 
the 17th and 18th centuries, 

John Harnden, father of the fam- 
ily which died at the hands of the 
Indians, was one of two sons of 
Richard Harnden, the first white 
man to settle (1665) in what is now 
North Wilmington. 

Richard Harnden’s home was on 
the site of the home of Augustus T 
Norton, on High Street. He owned 
land from Lubbers Brook to about 
the present location of Salem St, 
and was the father of Benjamin 
and John, 

Benjamin was a house carpenter, 
and among the homes that he erec- 
ted was the 1730 House, so called 
on Middlesex Avenue, although it 
is possible that Benjamin built 
that house before that date, 

In those days there was no town 
of Wilmington, Woburn extended 
up to the Land of Nod and over to 
Billerica, and Reading also ex- 
tended to the Land of Nod, 

Nod was the land that was North 
of Salem Street, and Woburn and 
Reading’s point of meeting was at 
a pine tree, called Brock’s Pine, 
which stood at about where Salem 
Street crosses the Portland Branch 
of the B&M RR, 

Thus the home of Richard Harn- 
den was in Reading, when he first 
built, and the home of John Harn- 
den, located a few hundred yards 
to the south of his father, was also 
in Reading, at the time of the 
Massacre,

the misfortune to kill an Indian 
sqauw who was lying-drunk in the 
roadway, ‘at about the place where 
Marion Murphy’s real estate of- 
is today. 

In those days what is now Main 
Street in Wilmington did not exist, 
The road between Boston and An- 
dover ran through Woburn, and 
what is now South Wilmington, a~ 
long the present Main Street, to 
Eames Street, thence to what is 
how Woburn Street, up to Andover 
Street and Andover, 

The Boston Andover Road, laid 
out in 1672, ran this way because 
ft was in what is now Wilmington 
that the most convenient ford of 
the Ipswich River lay - Jenkins- 
now the site of Jenks’ Bridge. 

Benjamin Harnden was on his 
way home from Woburn at the 
time that he accidently killed the 
Indian squaw. Whether he was 
on horseback or in an oxcart is 
not known, but the squaw was 
killed,near a pond that has since 
been filled in, and which was 
known for over 200 years as 
Squaw Pond, 

Queen Anne’s War was being 


sent down to massacre the family 
of Benjamin Harnden, in revenge 
for the death of the Indian Squaw, 

Benjamin, at this time, lived 
in his father’s home,’ 

‘The Indians attacked in the mid- 
dle of the night. 

But they didn’t find the Benjamin 
Harnden home, ? 

Instead lacked the home 
of John Harnden, chopping a hole 
in the roof, and gaining entrance 
in that manner, 

John Harnden was not at home, 
He was a Deacon in the Reading 
Church, and had been down there 
on business, 

Five Indians were in the war 
party. They killed Mrs Harnden 
and three of the children. The 
others managed to get out of the 
house, and ran through the woods 
to the huge rock, which ever since 
that day has been known as Indian 
Rock. 

The children hid behind the rock 
but were discovered by the Indians 
and were carried off, 

One of the girls, Abigail, who 
was thought to be dead by the In- 
dians, was thrown into a small 
Pond, which is still in existance, 
south of High Street, The water 
revived her, and she lived to

fought. The Deerfield Massacre 
(1704) was the result of this war, 
as the Canadian Indians were being 
incited by the French to raid the 
English colonists. 

In 1706 the French persuaded 
the Indians to raid Dunstable, in 
northern Massachusetts, and while 
this was going on a small party 
of the braves were detached and 


become Mrs Daniel Eames and 
live in the big red colonial home 
at the end of Wildood Street, 

The early settlers of Wilmington 
discovered the crime, probably 
next morning, and promptly orga- 
ized a pursuit, which caught up to 
the war party and rescued the re- 
maining children,

It 
was a worldly act, nota ‘religious’ 
one, In many ways the Church of 
our day is still so over-due in its 
need of true and thorough and 
Christian and apostolic reforma- 
tion that our ‘ecumenical achieve- 
ments’, both in depth and in scope 
- and In attitud must try the 
Father’s patience’ 

I can only speak for myself, but 
I pray that our Protestant Catholic 
churches will depart from the 
usual manner of theirReformation 
celebrations ~ usually very untrue 
to the Reformers intent - and be 
open to the renewing and reforming 
Presence of Christ and His Spirit:

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of the Commonwealth, and of the General Laws of 
Massachusetts, 

The Supreme Court determined that the practice 
of applying percentages, in assessing, was wrong. 

And since that happened, no town or city has 
been supposed to be applying percentages, Some 
still do, however, the reason being that in many 
instances the assessors just haven’t had the time 
to make a change, 

Many of the towns have part time assessors, 
and there is insufficient money for the assessors 
to carry out the improvement, and abide by the 
Constitution and General Laws, 

But the net effect of the Springfield case was 
the court said that the towns and cities should 
apply the same rule to all types of property, and 
that every property owner should pay on a basis 
of a full and fair assessment, 


The Wilmington Case 


The Wilmington Case (or cases, for there are 
two), which have now been referred to the Supreme 
Judicial Court, and will soon be heard before a 
full court, the allegation is that there has been a 
Tevaluation on business and industrial properties 
to bring the valuation of those properties up to what 
the assessors claim is current values, while at the 
same time the residential land has been left, in most 
cases, tothe assessed values established by appraisers 
in the year 1956, 

This, the appellants claim, is discriminatory 
practice, one class of property ( buiness and indus- 
trial) against another (residential), 

Philip Buzzell, Town Counsel, advances the argu- 
ment that there is a ‘remedy’ for any such claim in 
the Appellate Tax Board, and that the case should 
not go to the courts, 

The AppellateTax Board is a quasi-judicial body, 
appointed by the Governor with the advice and con- 
sent of the Governor’s Council, to hear complaints 
of aggrieved tax payers, 

The aggrieved property owner generally shows 
that his property is being overtaxed, when compared 
to similar properties, If he can do this then the 
Appellate Tax Board is empowered to grant relief, 
It makes a determination as to what the valuation 
should be, and the town or city has to comply. 

This, according to Town Counsel Philip Buzzell, 
is what should happen in Wilmington. 

The aggrieved parties ( the owners of industrial 
and business land) should go to the Appellate Tax 
Board, and not to the courts, 

But the attorneys for the aggrieved parties argue 
that their case cannot be proven before the Appellate 
Tax Board, They say that all the affected properties, 
industrial and business, are in one class, and that 
when the appraisals were increased there was nothing 
left to use in comparison, 

Thus attorneys Alexander Finger and Joseph F 
Courtney are asking that the court declare that an 
injustice exists, and that there be a relief for all 
tax payers in the business and industrial areas, who 
have had their properties revalued this year, 

It remains to be seen whether or not the Supreme 
Judicial Court will recognize that there is a discrim- 
ination between classes of property and that, further, 
there is no opportunity of rellef by appealing to the 
Appellate Tax Board, 


The Chances 


The chances are about 7 to 4 that the Supreme 
Judicial Court will not recognize the claims of Messrs, 
Finger and Courtney, 

Supreme Courts try to avoid making decisions 
if possible, if they feel that for one reason or another 
the decisions can be made in a lower court. 

It is quite possible that this will happen, in the 
Wilminton cases, 

It is also quite possible, but to a lesser degree, 
that the Supreme Court will recognize that an inequity 
does exist. 

And if the Supreme Court does this, the result will 
be another milestone case, in the annals of Mass- 
achusetts,
